School Board Report

One of the silliest things 
your .school board ever did 
was to hack up the elemen¬ 
tary schools by grade le'vels. 
For ma.ny years in the Pasa¬ 
dena Unified School District, 
each elementary .school sue 
ccssf.ully served' kids from 
kindergarten through the 
sixth grade (k-6). 

Two years ago, the theore¬ 
ticians who arbitrarily con¬ 
trol the destinies of your 
children, abruptly and un- 
ceremoiiiiously scrapped 
many years of rich history 
and the In'valuable lesson.s 
derived therefrom. These or¬ 
acles decreed that, hence¬ 
forth, each ele m e n t a r y 
school would either be k-3 
or 4-6. Just like that. Your 
reporter would like to meet 
ONE .Sierra Madrean who 
was consulted on this plot. 

These geniuses co,ncc,ntrai 
ed on the bi^ picture. One 
bothersome detail that they 
overlooked was that little 
kids and big kids uso tiif- 
feren size equipment. For¬ 
tunately, someone brough' 
this fact to the attention ol 
hese bubble--heads. Then 
the entire sumer was sponi 
frantically converting equip¬ 
ment in thp schools. Every¬ 
thing had to bo raised or 
lowered: desks, blackboard.s, 
coathan,gtrs, urinals. Ima¬ 
gine what this oversight 
cost? It didn’t cost the edu¬ 
cators one ce.nt but guess 
wliat it cost the average 
Sierra Mad're taxpayer? 

Now. two year.s later, the 
schools are faced with a real 
fiscal -qiueoze. Don’t yo^i 
bet they wish they could re¬ 
cover some of that sickening 
waste? 

The rationale fed to the 
public for making this 
scnseles.s change was that 
each child would then 'be 
guaranteed neighborhood at¬ 
tendance for one-half of his 
elementary years. As we will 
see later, this has turned 
out to bo a BIG LIE for one 
group of students and will 
shortly bo false for many 
more innocent kids. Even it 
the statement were true, 
however, it emphasized the 
wrong aspect: what they 
sliould have told you was 
that each kid would hence¬ 
forth spend half of hi.s pre¬ 
cious childhood AWAY from 
.his 'neighborhood and his 
mother. 

The excuse given was that 
thp move was necessary In- 
order to achieve court-or¬ 
dered racial balance. In a 
later column, your reporter 
will expose the inside story 
behind this idiocy". 'However, 
for now, it is enough to say 
lhat the integration ordered 
by the court could have 
been achieved without tear¬ 
ing the schools and the com¬ 
munity apart and that your 
school board knew it AT 
THE TIME! 

As long as the k-3 versus 
4-6 dichotomy is allowed to 
exist, half the elementary 
children MUST be bused 
even if perfect racial bal¬ 
ance were to exist without 
the busing! Silly? What do 


you think? 

What actually will happe,a 
is this: 

Independent, professional 
studies have shown conclu¬ 
sively that the percentage of 
.^nglo-Caucasians in your 
school d'i.strict is rapidly de- 
clini.ng and will bo viitually 
zero in a few years. There¬ 
fore, buses will be tra.nspor- 
ting large minority children 
in one direction and small 
minorit.v children in the op¬ 
posite direction? Simultan¬ 


eously!! 

If you think THAT is ridi¬ 
culous, read on. 

For several yoais, your 
school district ha,s delivcn- 
atel.v concealed from the 
public the lact that enroll¬ 
ments were on the start of a 
1 reme,r:'dous downward slide. 
Even to this day, they won’t 
tell you how bad it will be 
more than o,no year into tlic 
future. But 'THBIY know and 
tliey have known for some 
years. More accurately, the 
superintendent and his staff 
have known this fact and it 
must be presumed that the 
knowledge was passed on to 
the liberal ma.iority on the 
school bevard.

1. QUESTION: When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971. 


11. QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper.

2. QUESTION: Who must file the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971, 


12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 


3. QUESTION: What is a Fictlfous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons. Associates, Company": or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4. QUESTION: What is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is realk/ dealing. 


13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing Is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been any "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter.

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requiremest for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July l, 1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other ownere; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name.

5. QUESTIQN: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names tile new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-tile under new 
code sections ot the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 ot the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 


6. QUESTIQN: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of tiling? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 


7. QUESTIQN: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week tor four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating In the area ot the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be tiled with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication. 


15. QUESTIQN: After July 1, 1971, will all new 
filings require pubication? 

ANSWER: All new tilings will require pub¬ 
ication until December 31. 1976. (Ruling ot the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 

16. QUESTIQN: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished In the event competitors later use or file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
In a local newspaper of substantial circuation of the 
name and address ot the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately. 


8. QUESTIQN: Is a filing ot the new form 
since January 1, 1971, adequate? 

ANSWER: Yes. filings under the new law 
have been accepted since January 1, to be effec¬ 
tive July 1, 1971.
